The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints and other reli- 
gious and charitable institutions 
in Utah may find it harder to get 
the sales tax lopped off their pur- 
chases in the near future. 

In the 1992 session, the Utah 
Legislature passed and added 
provisions dealing with tax 
exemption for purchases made by 
charitable and religious institu- 
tions. The new provisions will go 
into effect July 1. 

The new law should increase 
costs and paperwork for non-prof- 
it organizations across the state. 

Don Lefevre, spokesman for the 
LDS Church, said, “We have 
instructed our church units con- 
cerning the new procedures for 
paying.” 

According to a release by the 
Utah State Tax Commission, 
there are three criteria which 
charitable and religious institu- 
tions must follow in order to 
receive tax exemption. 

First, the exemption will be 
given at the point of purchase if 
the purchase exceeds $1,000. 
Second, if the purchase is less 
than $1,000, the exemption will 
be in the form of a refund from 
the Tax Commission submitted 
by the charity or religious insti- 
tution. 

Finally, if the purchase is below 
$1,000 and there is a contract 
between the vendor and the insti- 
tution, there will be a point of 
purchase exemption.

Bosnian leaders declare cease-fire 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The. military chiefs of Bosnia’s 
three warring factions met face-to-face for the first time Tuesday and 
signed a new cease-fire agreement covering the entire republic. 

Still, with the top commanders signing, the pact appeared to be the 
most serious of four attempts to implement countrywide cease-fires in 
the 15-month war. 

The truce was not scheduled to go into effect until noon Friday, to give 
commanders a chance to disengage their forces and allow political lead- 
ers gathering in Geneva 48 hours:to work on a broader settlement. 

Even as the generals ended their meeting at Sarajevo’s airport, mortar 
and small-arms firg resounded ‘in the capital. Earlier, the United 
Nations suspénded’its aid airlift because of reported anti-aircraft fire on 
the approach to:the airport. No planes were hit.

But the views Ginsburg has articulated since becoming a federal appel- 
late judge 13 years ago also suggest she is a firm believer in those rights 
and considers them vital to women. 

“She does not march to the pro-choice orthodoxy,” said Northwestern 
University law professor Jane Larson. “Her contention is Roe would not 
have been as vulnerable as it was if the court had taken a different 
route.” 

“Roe vs. Wade ... halted a political process that was moving in a reform 
direction and thereby, I believe;-pro divisiveness and-deferred sta- 
ble settlement of the issue,” Ginsburg-Said in“A Speech to the New York 
University law school last March.

Whether they oppose or support 
President Clinton lifting the ban on 
homosexuals in the armed forces, 
cadets of the BYU Army ROTC 
said they will continue to protect 
the constitution and support the 
decision of their commander in 
chief. 

Cadet Tad Stephen, a senior 
majoring in history from Moraga, 
Calif., does not think homosexuals 
should be allowed to serve in the 
Armed Forces. 

“Homosexuals will cause two 
problems if admitted in the mili- 
tary. One, it is morally wrong and 
most Americans believe that and 
will express their views. Two, 
homosexuals will create discipline 
and cohesion problems within the 
unit,” he said. 

Stephen said that in a unit a sol- 
dier must be able to trust his fellow 
soldiers. “Most military people are 
less understanding towards homo- 
sexuals and will not trust them. 
This will create a weak link in the 
chain.” 

“The United States is the only 
super power left in the world and I 
don’t think we should jeopardize 
our ability as a nation by letting a 
very small minority into the mili- 
tary,” Stephen said. 

Cadet Bill Jacobsen, a junior 
majoring in civil engineering from 
Bowling Green, Ky., agrees with 
Stephen. 

“Tf you don’t trust somebody there 
will be tension there. This tension 
will affect the cohesion of the unit 
which will make the unit less effec- 
tive and weaker,” Jacobsen said. 
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“Any American can die for their 
country but homosexuals will get 
extra people killed along with 
them.” 

However, Cadet Nathan Beste, a 
junior majoring in computer sci- 
ence from Lakeside, Ariz., thinks 
homosexuals should be let into the 
armed forces and not be discrimi- 
nated against. 

“I think as long as they keep their 
lifestyle to themselves and don’t 
affect others by it, it’s fine,” .he 
said. 

Cadet Lane Nelson, a junior 
majoring in international finance, 
agrees with Beste. “I don’t have an 
objection to homosexuals being in 
the military,” he said. “There will 
be problems, but those problems 
should be worked out and not 
ignored.” 

The current policy the ROTC is 
expected to follow is to not ask 
potential cadets their sexual 
nature. The question of homosexu- 
ality has been eliminated from the 
questionnaire. 

Some BYU ROTC cadets agree 
with this practice. 

Jacobsen said history has shown 
it is possible for a homosexual to be 
a good leader. However, he said 
personally he would rather not 
know if the individual was homo- 
sexual, especially not if he was his 
superior. 

Cadets divided on the issue of 
whether or not homosexuals should 
be admitted into the armed forces 
agree that if homosexuals are 
allowed in the military, their sexu- 
al nature should not be made pub- 
lic.

Farr, Knowlton verdict 
upholds BYU’s mission 


To the editor: 


I watched a group with placards and chants protest- 
ing the fact that David Knowlton and Cecilia Konchar 
Farr were not offered continuing status. The group 
attributed motives of xenophobia, hatred, and harass- 
ment to the administration for the refusal of continu- 
ing status. If I understand the process correctly, it 
was not exactly the administration who refused 
tenure to these two (and three other) professors; it 
was the Committee on Rank and Advancement — a 
group of the professors’ peers. And if I understand 
correctly, the reasons were one, or a combination of: 
failure to do significant scholarship, inadequate stu- 
dent evaluations, and questionable citizenship. 
(Citizenship in what? I presume it is citizenship in a 
community of “faithful scholars.” 

But let us suppose for one minute that the sole rea- 
son for their dismissal was that they have taken up 
positions antagonistic to the church. Would that not 
be sufficient reason for BYU to dismiss them? BYU is, 
after all, principally a church school. The mission of 
BYU is not to be like any other university. It is to be a 
place where scholarship can be undertaken within the 
context of a community of faith. In any institution of 
higher learning there are some precepts which, 
though investigated, must remain central for the 
institution of justify its own existence. In most uni- 
versities these principles revolve around the scientific 
method, reasoned discourse and a commitment to 
learning (laudable precepts, really). At this university 
those are important as well. But the real reason for 
there to be a Brigham Young University is the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. If reasoned discourse academic inves- 
tigation cannot be undertaken except in antagonism 
to orthodoxy (which means true opinion or doctrine), 
then mustn’t we question our priorities? Mustn’t we 
then ask ourselves whether our chosen religion is the 
gospel or academia? 

Fortunately, reasoned discourse and academic 
investigation can be undertaken within a community 
of faith. And in this undertaking, BYU with its syn- 
thesis of orthodoxy (which isn’t a bad word) and 
pee ab is still capable of producing graduates 


who can compete with students from the best seculapiitin: |

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Fewer than 2% 
of scholars 
lose their funds

Only between 1 percent and 2 
percent of the students awarded 
Ezra Taft Benson Scholarships 
over the last five years lost them to 
academic inefficiency throughout 
their educational stay at BYU, said 
Duane Bartle, scholarship coordi- 
nator of the BYU Financial Aid 
Office. 

“T would say that the fact that 1 
to 2 percent of the students lose 
their scholarships indicates. that 
these are top students that are 
very well qualified,” Bartle said. 

The Ezra Taft Benson scholarship 
fund is the most prestigious schol- 
arship awarded by the university. 
Last year more than 400 applica- 
tions were returned, and 12 women 
and 12 men were awarded the four- 
year scholarship. 

Although a student must: havea 
3.85 high school GPA and a ACT 
composite score of 31 to receive the 
scholarship, a student need only 
exhibit a 3.38 GPA while at college 
to continue receiving the yearly 
award of $3,200. 

“Students are expected to main- 
tain a 3.5 GPA. If they have slight- 
ly below that they are looked at 
very. carefully,” Bartle said. “If they 
are in the 3.3 to 3.5 GPA range, 
then we look at their course cur- 
riculum, their course challenge and 
credit hour loads in determining 
whether they should keep it.” 

“Tm not too worried about main- 
taining the scholarship,” said 
Edward Miner, a recent Springville 
High School graduate who will 
attend BYU this fall. “Losing the 
scholarship has crossed my mind, 
but. I don’t think it is a serious 
threat.”

The purpose of general education 


is to underline the common rela- . 


tionships, values and sense of her- 
itage that people: live in and share 
in society, one of the natian’s lead- 
ing scholars said Tuesday in the 
Karl G. Maeser Building. 

Arthur Levine, chair of the 
Institute of Educational 
Management and senior faculty 
member of the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education, is conducting 
a week-long BYU faculty seminar 
focusing on teaching, learning and 
curriculum. 

“General education tends to be 
offered when individualism is 


high,” Levine said. “Colleges and - 


universities respond by saying that 


we ought to focus on and re-assert - 


the commonalities that we all 
share.” Le 

Levine said general education 
revivals occur in times of individu- 
alism. He said we are currently in 
the middle of the third revival of 
this century, the first two taking 
place after World Wars J and II. 

“Every 30 years we dismantle 
general education and establish a 
new program,” Levine said. 

“The first revival simply added 
more requirements. In the ‘60s and 
‘70s, institutions eliminated 
requirements. Now we have put 
them back,” he said. 

Levine said that 95 percent of all 
colleges and universities have 
either prescribed or smorgasbord 
general education programs. 

The prescribed program allows 
students to choose from a limited 
list of courses to meet the require- 
ments. On the othershand, the 
smorgasbord program offers an 
endless list. 

Furthermore, Levine said general 
education is like a spare room in a 
house. No one cleans the room 
because no one really owns it. 
Likewise, curriculum has three 
rooms: the major belonging to the 
faculty and department, electives 
belonging to students and general 
education, which has:no ownership 
and therefore gets more and more

Johnson, representing the United 
States, was the favorite going into 
the 1992 Olympics in Barcelona, 
but he was unable to qualify for the 
finals in the 200. after suffering 
from an illness at a European 
meet. 

Christie earned the gold medal in 
the 100 with a time of 9.96, while 
Fredericks followed closely to place 
second with 10.02. Fredericks also 
placed second in the 200 with a 
time of 20.13. 

Fredericks ‘said he was surprised 
with the wins at the Rome meet. “I 
didn’t think I was in that good of 
shape this early.” 

The nice weather and crowd 
involvement made for a good race, 
Fredericks said. “I was really 


Whatever happened, I’m glad 
it happened the way it did,” he 
said. 

Westphal was even more cau-

Bradley will earn $15 each time 
he signs a basketball card or photo- 
graph, and $30 for each basketball 
or jersey he inscribes.

Provo council passes budget,

The Provo Municipal Council 
approved a $78 million budget in a 
5-0 vote Tuesday. 

Councilmember Jim Dailey said 
the lack of public comment on the 
budget should concern the: council. 
Two public hearings were held this 
year with few citizens speaking up 
to express their opinions on the 
city’s budget. 

Although the tentative budget 
was approved, further income 
adjustments may be considered.

The practice is widespread; top 
level athletes can actually make 
more money from collectibles and 
commercials than contracts. For 
example, of the $39 million Michael 
Jordan made last year, just $4 mil- 
lion came from his contract with 
the Chicago Bulls. 

Bradley obviously hired Jordan’s 
agent, David Falk, in part because 
of his ability to increase his clients’ 
earnings. And justifiably so. The 
market will bear more than their 
salaries, which. are limited by the 
NBA’s salary cap. 

Charging for autographs is not 
immoral, and the collectibles mar- 
ket is the reason. 

If an athlete is willing to sign for 
free at other times, he or she has a 
legitimate right to charge for their 
autograph at a card show, where
